“LIQUOR DUTIES 

REVISED. - 
‘HONGKONG GOES GOLD ON 

LIQUOR AND TOBACCO, 


TEXT OF NEW ORDER. 


Yesterday  Hongkony “went 
gold” in the matter of duties on 
intoxicating Hquora and tobacco, 


an Order being made by His 


fexcellency the, Governor giving 
full force and ‘effect to a’ resolu- 
tion which will be submitted at 
the next méeling of the Logisia- 
tive Council. q . 

The effect of the Order is that 
the duties on liquors which have 
hitherto been paid in local dollars 
irrespective of - the rate of 
exchange shall aw bo taken as at 
the rate of 1/8d. and shall be 
converted at the prevailing Trew- 
sury Rate before payment, 

In the case of tobacco, the in- 
creases imposed in June Jaat have 
been removed, but the old senie of 
duties will be payable on the sya- 
tem outlined above, 

A Gazette Sxtrordinary was 
issued yesterday afternoon, pro- 
Maiming the change. The Order 
made by H.R the Governor, ane 
der section 2 of — the Public Re- 
venue Protection Ordinance, 1927, 
read as follows: . 

“Wherena L, Sir William Peel. 
Knight Commander of the Most 
Distinguished Order of Saint 
Michael and Saint George, Knight 
Commander of the Most Excellent 
Order of the British Empire, Go- 
yernor and Commander in Chief 
of the Colony of Bongkony and 
its Dependencies and Vie ~Ad- 
mirnl of the same, have approved 
of the introduction into the 
Leyistative Council of the regolu- 
tions hereto annexed and sdyned 
by me: . 

“And Whereas duties on ine 
toxicating Hquora and tobbacco 
would be altered and would be- 
come the duties appearing in such 
resolution if the same were to be- 
come law: 

“Now I, the Governor, under the 
powers conferred upon me by the 
Public Revenue Protection Or- 
dinance, 1927, do hereby make 
this Order giving the full force. 
and effect of Inw to all the provi- 
sions of auch resolutions as long 
aa this order remains in force.” 

The resolutions to be moved are 
as follows:

Resolved that pursuant to aec- 
tion 41 of the Liqawrs Consolida-

FOUND HANGING IN CELL 
WITH BLANKET STRIPS. 


How n Chinese, suspected of hav- 
ing taken part in an armed robbory, 
in Kowloon City, hanged ‘himself 
with blanket strips, was. the story 
told at the {nquest held by Mr. 
Butters, sitting with a Jury of 
three, at Kowloon yeaterday after. 
noon, 

Dr. K. Uttley, giving medical 
evidence sald that the deceascd’s 
fnee was congested and there wan 
4 strangulation mark about bla 
neck, Internal exam{nation show- 
ed signa of strangulation by hang- 
ing... Tho Doctor expressed the 
opinion that man could hang 
himeclf by simply IncHning the 
weight of his body with his feet 
resting on the ground, and that 
death would result in nbaut — five 
minutes. 


The Arrest. 


Serpeant Baker said that about 
12 a.m. on Wednesday he received 
a telephone message from the Kow- 
loon City police station to the effect 
that an armed robbery had occurred 
at Sham Shut Po, in which four 
men were’ concerned, ‘Tojrether 
swith a constable he proceeded to the 
junction oof Prince Edward and 
Nathan Ronds and conducted a 
seargh = of all vehicles and 
pedestrians, About an hour later 
they stopped a Kowloon motor bus, 
No. 658. coming from Kowloon 
City, When he entered from the 
year he noticed mo man sitting in 
the rar seat. The man appeared 
to stoop down as if to throw some. 
thingr underneath the seat, and then 
quickly moved to another seat. He 
searched the man and found in his 
lower left hand pocket n large num- 
ber of ten cent pieces, In his 
right upper pocket a large number 
of banknotes, and in his right over- 
coat pocket a large number of dol- 
lurs, and alao some copper coins, 
The man was questioned and he 
sald that he had been gambling but 
could not furnish the uddresses of 
the places at which he had gambled, 
The man was taken to the station 
and again searched and $, . In 
notes, a diamond and wo number of 
foreign coinag were found on him, 
also $13.96 and $23 in different 
pockets. At noon, the following 
duy the prisoner was handed over 
t Sub-Inspector Elston, who took 
him tow the Kowloon City police sta- 
tion. Witness identified the body 
of the man at the mortuary yester. 
day morning. The man had given 
hix name xe Chung Leung-kee. 


Inspector's Evidence. 


Sub-Inspector Elston said that 
nt 2 p.m, on Wednesday he charged 
the man with armed robbery and 
receiving at the Kowloon City police 
station. Fifteen foreign 
coins, which had been found on him, 
were identified by the man who had 
reported the robbery on Monday. 
The prisoner was then searched 
again and afterwards put in No, 2 
coll. Witness visited the. ccll at 
4.45 pm, and saw the prisoner 
seated on his bed. At 7.25 p.m. he 
mccived a telephone message at his 
quarters to the effect that the pri- 
saner was hanging in his cell) He 
rushed to No, 2 cell and saw x Chi- 
nese constable supporting the pri- 
soner, who was suspended = to the 
wire netUing of the cell by strips of 
the blanket, tied inn noose round 
hia neck. The wire netting was on 
the inside of the door of the cell, 
The point where. the strip of 
blanket had been pursed through the 
wire mesh was 6 ft. 10 ins. from the 
top of the bed board, which was 
244 inchea thick, The prisoner was 
unconscious but hia body was warm, 
Witness applied artificial respira- 
The con- 
stable on guard outside the vel! was 
expected to visit [t every quarter 
of an hour and the European on 
charge room duty every hour, 

lanee Sergeant Hemsley, who 
was on charge room duty, said that 
he had visited the cells every hour 
from 2.30 p.m, onwarda. When 
he visited the cell at 4.30 p.m. he 
saw the prisoner seated on his bed 
looking quite normal, At his next 
visit he found Sub-Inspector Elston 
there and learned that the prisoner 
hat been found hanging In hfs cell,

JUDGE QUASHES 
’ THREE COUNTS. . 


CROWN PROCEEDS ON A 
FOURTH CHARGE. 


The trial of the twelve. alloged 
piratea at the Criminal Sessions, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Wood, which com- 
menced yesterday morning, took an 
unexpected turn in the afternoon 
when, folowing upon submissions, 
by Mr. In-shing Lo, defending 
counsel, his Lordship quashed all 
three’ counts an being bad in, law, 
but Mr. Somerset Fitzroy, for the 
Crowh, proceeded on'a fourth count, 

Accused men-are Chung. Tam- 
kwong, Leung Yan, Lau Kwong, 
Tsang Sung, Taang Hing, Li Hing, 


Yau Hing, Wong San, Wong Tim, | 


Li Shu-lee, Luf Suf and. Tsang 
Kau. There were thrée counts 
againat them, the first being thit 
on January 4, 1981, upon the high 
sens off Pedro Bianco, they plrati- 
cally and feloniously attacked 
cargo junk N. 206 (Hongkong 
licence) putting the master and 
crew In bodily fear. The second 
count alleged that they sot upon 
and attacked the junk, putting tho 
master, Chung Ma-yat, in bodily 
fenr, with intent to tnke away the 
junk, her tackle, and cargo from 
Lhe owners, and steal the vessel, 
The third count alleged attempted 
piracy. 


The case for the Crown is being 
conducted by Mr. Someract 
Fitzroy, while: Mr. Hin-shing Lo, 
inatructed by Mr. C. Bb. L, Grist, 
of Messrs, Wilkinson and Grist, 
is defending. : 


Dealing with the flrat count, his 
Lordship said ‘it did not seem to 
him to ‘be a pfratieal act In charac. 
ter, The essential character was 
the intention forcibly to obtain poa- 
session of another person’s pro- 
perty atsea, Any actin pursuance 
of such an intention whether ste 
cessful or not, would seem to be a 
piraticnl act. In the count, the 
Crown had omitted any allegation 
of intention to acquire by force the 
property of the persons attacked, 
For that reagon, in his opinion, the 
count should be quashed. 

With regard to the second count, 
his Lordship continued that, In his 
opinion, it was also bad as, under 
its terms, it waa not identifiable 
with any definite crime under the 
Inwa of the Colony. The — third 
count set out what purported to be 
fin attempt to commit pirrey but, 
in his view, an attempt to commit 
piracy waa not a possible act. 

His Lordship told accused that 
the indictments read against them 
were quashed and no longer existed, 

A fourth charge, alleging assault 
with violence and arms, was then 
read out, when Mr. Lo submitted 
that this count should be quashed 
also as his provious argument ap- 
plied to tt, 

His Lordship said it might be 
that the count was bad but he was 
not ‘prepared to hold It so at that 
stage, a8 he was inclined to think 
it was a good one. It was a dif- 
ficult matter but Jf, at any thme, 
Mr. Io wanted any points reserved, 
then hta_ Lordship would reserve 
them. His Lordship added that he

Veh yo must be acquainted with all 
leenl by-laws; they are respon- 
sible for the regulution and 
supervision of alfens; they must 
be ready in all cases to render 
first-aid to the injured or to dis- 
yose of the dead. 

It is their job to see’ that all 
dune safety precautions are taken 
ut theatres, —music-halls, and 
cinemas; ta-decide whether. plays, 
songs, pictures, posters, or books 
displayed for sale are indecent; 
to prevent cruclty to animala‘and 
revulate all markets; to organise 
processiang and license flag days: 
to ‘detect chimneys on fire and 
people without wireless licences.

[To The Editor of Honekong 
Felegraph.) 


Sir,—I venture to suggest that 
our Unofficial Members of 
Council] would render a yrent ser- 
vice to the Colony and earn. the 
lasting gratitude of their fellow 
vitizena if they would raise in 
Council the question of the 
Defence Contribution which is 
paid, by the Colony. : 

Under the Defence Contribution 
1901, no tess than 
twenty per cent, of the, Colonial 
revenues is appropriated yearly 
to the Imperial Government. for 
the Defence of the Colony. 


The Colony's — finances are 


‘ndmiltedly fy a partons state and 


the Government has not disclosed 
the existence of any scheme which 
ahows the slightest prospect of 
enabling it to meet the Budget 
deflcleney, 

Unless some action going to the 
root of our finances is taken at 
an early date an all-round and 
substantial inerease in taxation 
appears:te be inevitable, 

It would appear that the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies is 
alive td the diffleulties by which 
the Colony is faced and one might 
hope that he might be induced te 
influence His Majesty's Govern. 
ment to remit) temporarily this 
Contribution which sbserba one 
fifth of our revenue 

Tt has appeared in the press 
that if the dollar remains at its 
present level the Budget deflelency 
will be in the neighbourhood of 
five million dollars and 1 under- 
stand that the estimated revenue 
is between twenty-five and thirty 
million dollars--from whieh it 
would appear that the remission 
of the Contributions would enable 
the Government to balanee its 
Duredgret without recourse to 
further tnxation,

Mr. R.'Y. Frost, of the Asiatic 
Petroleum Company, was among

Inspector Alexander told the 
Court that when driving a cur in 
mist the Lights should always be 
kept on; even during the day it 
was safer to have the lights on, 

His Worship described the de- 
fendant’s practice as an extremely 
dungerous one. He did not agree 
with the defendant that turning 
off the lighty made the car visible 
to other triiffic. As he had 
deliberately switched off his lights 
and had not advanced the excuse 
that the connexions were faulty, 
he would be fined $7, 


Couldn't Rend English. 

When a summona for. driving a 
cur in Wongneichaung Road on a 
learner's licence owas brought 
against a Chinese Jady, the de- 
fendant said the names of the 
rouds on which she was permitted 
to learn were only printed on her 
licence in English, and as she 
could not read English she was 
not awnre of the places. specified 
in the licence.

Inspector Alexander pointed out 
that the present ronds on which 
learner-drivera were allowed were 
Caroline Hill, Victoria und Kote- 
wall Rounds.

His Worship imposed a fine of 
$5, remarking that as the defen- 
dant had Sad an accident he could 
not entirely overlouk the offence.

ALLEGED PIRACY 
ATTEMPT. 


HANGSANG OFFICER’S 
EVIDENCE. 


NO DOUBT THAT ACCUSED 
WERE GIVING CHASE. 


ESCAPE CUT OFF. 

How the Se and Soo- 
chow chased and rounded up 
alleged pirate junks. was re- 
counted by Mr. J. Moodie, Chief 


‘Officer of the former boat, at 


the Criminal Sessions this morn- 
ing, before Mr. Justice Wood 
and a jury, when the Pedro 
Blanco piracy case was continu- 
ed. 
The twelve alleged pirates’ ure 
now charged with criminal assault 
with violence and arms, and with 
chasing a Hongkong-bound junk 
on January 4, 1931, with the object 
of pirating it. 

Mr. Somerset Fitzroy 
secuting for the Crown, and Mr, 
Hin-shing Lo, instracted by Mr. 
C. Ev L. Grist, of Messrs. Wilkin- 
son and Grist, is defending. 

Lieut. Commander F, W. B. Sim. 
of H.MS. Stirling, gave evidence 
that Mr. R. W. Cowley. Chief 
Petty Officer, Mr. W. N. Walter, 
Lieutenant Commander, and Mr. 
CG. UH. de BL Newby, Lieutenant, 
were away from the whtera of the 
Colony on board HLM.S. Somme, 
anal, nevordingly, the evidence 
given by these witnesses before 
the Magistrate was read by Mr. 
R. WH. Maynard, 


No Resistance. 


Mr. Walter stated that H.MLS. 
Somme came up with the Hang- 
sang and three junks at 2.40 p.m. 
The accused went aboard without 
resistance, In cross-examination, 
he said there were no other junks 
within five or six miles of the spot. 

Mr, J. Moodie, Chief OMcer of 
the sis. Hungsang, said that at 
about one o’clock, while sitting in 
the saloon after tiffin, he heard 
the telegraph ring and, going on 
deck, heard shouting. He went 
up to the bridge from which place 
he saw a big junk on the star- 
board side, with two smaller junks 
following closely behind it. .The 
pursued junk was about a mile 
away and the smaller boats were 
within 200 yards of her. 


Excope Cut Off. 

Witness continued that, through 
his glasses, he saw the erdw of 
the pursued junk waving variotis 
articles of clothing and 
shouting to attract attention, the 
smaller junks meanwhile rowing 
vigorously after the bigger vessel. 
The Hangsang.3wung round and 
headed for the boats, when the 
two smuller-junks went off at a 
tangent and’ headed inshore. 

The big junk came alongside 
and gave éertnin information, 
through the -dompradore, as a 
result of which the Hangsang 
chased the { for two junks. 

The Hangers suceeeded = in 
cutting them ‘oT from the shore 
aad forcing them to head out to. 
sen again. .Byring the chase, 
Witness noticed.that a quantity of 
material was thrown overboard.

Jettisoned Articles. 

Witness explgined that of the 
first lot thrawi overboard some 
floated, but othér things disappear- 
ed immediately, Altogether he 
saw four lots Hrrown . overboard 
during a period of between 15 to 
20 minutes. 

In the meantime the s.8. Soochow 
had arrived and. had succeeded in 
rounding up the other junk. 
Afterwards H.M.S, Somme arrived 
and took the ‘crews on board the 
junks in tow. 

Answering further questions, 
witness said the crew of the 
attacked junk was in a bad state 
of exhaustion. There were two 
large fishing junks between seven 
and eight miles away on the 
horizon.

CABINET SPLIT IN 
AUSTRALIA. — 


MR. FENTON THREATENS TO 


EMBARRASS LEADER. 


THE THEODORE ISSUE. 


Canberra, Feb. 19. 
Mr. James Fenton, tho Minister 
for Trade and Customs, who was 
acting Federal) Prime Minister 
during the absence in, England of 
Mr, Scullin, has told the Labour 
Caucus that unless Mr. Theodore 
withdrew from the Cabinct he 
would vote against the Govern- 

ment Parlinment reassembled. 


: The Labour Party appears -to 
be splitting in several directions. 


For instance, no represen- 
tulive, of the Scullin section 
pf thnk Cabinet was present 
nt the opening of the cym- 
palgn in the East Sydney by- 
election, which the Labourite, Mr. 
Ward, ts fighting on Mri. Lang’s 
debt repudintion policy, although 
the Federal Executive of the La- 
bour Party gave instructions that 
the election should be fought on 
Mr. Scullin’s policy, 


The New South Wales Federal 
Labour members have resolved not 
to obey the instruction of the State 
Executive to advocate repudiation 
of debts in the by-election, and 
have decided net to participate 
therein, 


Meanwhile the Australian Coun. 
cil of the Trade Union Congress 
has defeated by 113 to 40 votes a 
resolution fh favour of a general 
strike, and has decided to send a 
delegation to Canberrt to demand 
u declaration of n state of nation- 
il emergency.--Reuter. 


POSTAL “WORK ERS’ 
DEMANDS. 


SOME REPORTED, TO HAVE 
BEEN DROPPED. 


Shanghai, Feb. 19. 

Nanking officials, Including the 
Vice-Minister of Communications, 
have continued thelr discussions 
with the postal workers who threa- 
ten o general strike following the 
presentation to the. Ministry of 
Communications ‘of a petition de- 
minding house allowances neces 
sitatigg the expenditure of over | a 
million dollars. 

The negotations have been con- 
cluded and a draft settlement has 
been drawn up. It is expected to 
be signed shortly, pending 
the approval of the Ministry 
of Communications. Tt is 
believed that thé workers have 
relinquished.some of their demands. 

Interviewed at Nankis the 
Minister of Communicationa, Mr. 
Wang Pah-chun, told newspuper 
correspondents yesterday that the 
postal workers had made exhorbit- 
nant ‘demands. To comply with 
these the Government would find |t- 
self in a most difficult position to 
bulance the postal budget. 

Mr. Wang believes that other 
motives than economic reasons are 

hind the postal strike. 


OBSTRUCTION BY 
MOTOR BOAT. 


- SHAMSHUIPO FERRY 
COMPLAINT. 


A charge of: obstructing the 
Shamshuipo ferry ware brought 
against Chan Kau, the coxswain 
of motor boat San Kwok Leung 
No. 3, .at the Marine Court. this 
morning before Comnidr. J. B. 
Newill, D.S.O. : 

‘Defendant pleaded; guilty and 
stated that he went alongside the 
Shamshuipo Ferry Wharf because 
there was no other landing place 
at that part of Shamshuipo. He 
had on board his motor boat his 
master and a few other persons 
and he knew that he would not 
tuke very long in discharging his 
passengers. 

-Sub-Inspeetor Munro, who pro- 
secuted, informed’ his Worship 
that the Ferry Company were not 
pressing the cnse. Defendant 
was alongside the wharf for only 
a few minutes, but during that 
hrtef period, he was obstructing, 
one of the forry | Jaunches, whieh 
could not. get alongside the wharf.
